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“Where Does All That Money Go?" 


President D. J. Russell Explains Need For Adequate 
Revenue to Carry Out Equipment, Expansion Program 


DP URING the last six years, South- 
ern Pacific* has spent $374,500,000 
for new equipment and plant improve- 
ments, This is an average of $171,000 
a day for every day of that period! 

In addition, $76,600,000 is expected 
to be spent in 1952 for new equipment 
and roadway improvements, Of this 
amount, $50,600,000 is for new equip- 
ment (we also have outstanding orders 
for $28,300,000 worth of new equipment 
which cannot be delivered before next 
year); and the other $26,000,000 will 
go for heavier rail, renewals of bridges, 
trestles and culverts, additional signal

work, centralized traffic control, Rose- 
ville retarder yard, the new by-pass line 
near Los Angeles, diesel servicing facili- 
ties, increased yard facilities, siding ex- 
tensions, shop tools and machinery, etc. 

To make possible this enormous pro- 
gram, which has helped strengthen our 
national economy by ereating jobs in 
hundreds of industries besides our own, 
the Company. has had to seek funds be- 
yond the income derived from its trans- 
portation services. 

“As one of the nation’s largest busi- 
ness enterprises, serving the fastest grow- 
ing regions of the United States,” Rus- 
sell said, “Southern Pacific’s revenues run 
into large figures.” But, he added, reve- 
nues and profits are a relative matter, 
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“Profits must be considered in rela- 
tion to the investment involved and in 
the light of the amounts of net income 
required to keep our plant in condition 
to give the kind of service the high traf- 
fic volume in our expanding territory 
7 demands and deserves.” 


For illustration, he pointed out that

in 1951, while Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System earned a net railway 
operating income of $56,600,000, this 
was equivalent to a return of only 3.6 
per cent on its investment. (A return 
of six per cent is generally considered a 
fair minimum for public utility com- 
panies.) After adding other income and 
subtracting fixed charges and miscel- 
laneous deductions, its net income for 
1951 was $46,000,000. 

“With this income in mind,” the SP 
president said, “consider the fact that 
Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem spent in 1951 for improvements to 
its transportation property a total of 
$71,200,000 (a sum exceeding the Com- 
pany’s net income for the year by $25,- 
200,000), including $56,600,000 for new 


Much new. communications and electronic 
equipment has been added to $P operation 
since end of War, 
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diesel locomotives and freight train cars 
alone. Funds for this new rolling stock 
were obtained by borrowing money 
under an equipment trust, as well as 
from treasury cash. Money borrowed in 
this manner, by mortgaging our equip- 
ment, must be paid back, together with 
interest, in 10 or 15 equal annual in- 
stallments. 


“During the last six years, 1946 to 
1951 inclusive, net railway operating 
income averaged $48,900,000 a year 
(34 per cent on investment), and net 
income available for dividends and re-

investment in the property averaged 
$37,500,000. During that same six-year 
period our investment expenditures aver- 
aged about $62,400,000 a year, and 
totaled $374,500,000. To provide in part 
for these expenditures, it was necessary 
to borrow $173,800,000 through equip- 
ment obligations. Although these loans 
are repaid in annual installments, the 
Company's equipment debt at the end 


of the period was $104,300,000 greater 
than at the beginning.” 


The six-year total, however, applies 
only to the Southern Pacific Transporta- 
tion System, it was explained. Including 
solely controlled separately operated af- 
filiates, and Southern Pacific’s half in- 
terest in the Pacific Fruit Express Com- 
pany, orders placed for new equipment 
since VJ-Day total $414,000,000. Other 
capital expenditures, totaling over $112,- 
000,000, bring the grand total to more 
than half a billion dollars. 


“The need for keeping prepared to 
meet the nation’s transportation require- 
ments, so forcibly demonstrated in the 
Jast war, is equally important to the 
peacetime growth, industrial and agri- 
cultural, in the territory we serve,” Rus- 
sel said. “In this respect, it is interesting 
to note that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in its recent decision in the 
freight rate case (Ex Parte 175) said: 

We believe at a time when the Nation 
is bearing arms against aggression and 
undertaking extraordinary efforts in the 
way of defense mobilization for peace, 
the developing of a transportation sys- 
tem by reil adequate to meet the needs 
of national defense, within the meaning 
of the national transportation policy, re- 
quires attention on our part in a pro- 
ceeding of this kind, and warrants a de- 
gree of liberality in decision not other-

wise to be taken into account. * * * Ve 
are not convinced that money necessary 
for capital additions to the railway sys- 
tem should be derived wholly from in- 
come, but we must take note of the fact 
that many of these outlays are being 
made under the encouragement, if not 
the insistence, of the Government and 
the shipping public, with national de- 
fense primarily in mind. Such circum- 
stances, therefore, bear upon our deci- 
sion in this case. 

Judged by any standard of known rec- 
ord, the rates of return earned or pros- 
pectively to be earned by the railroads 
by the districts and regions specified in

our former reports in this case, are sub- 
standard, Some important roads are earn- 
ing little enough that a continuance of 
the earnings situation will imperil their 
solvency, while some are in comfortable 
condition. Neither the strongest nor the 
weakest lines can control the rate ad- 
justment; and as has been shown, the 
great body of the rail carriers are in 
the middle class, with aggregate earn- 
ings that for the immediate future must 
be considered as substandard, and in- 
adequate, 

“After discussing the financial and 
other problems confronting the carriers, 
the Commission sums up the situation 
with the statement, 

All of these factors point to the 
need of additional revenues if an 
adequate system of national trans- 
portation by railroad is to be main- 
tained. 

“The foregoing information gives 
a good picture of our income, our sub- 
stantial requirements for funds for cs- 
sential investment expenditures, and the 
necessity for maintenance of adequate 
rates,” Russell concluded. “It is in the 


public interest, both from the standpoint 
of commerce and national defense, that 
the railroads be kept physically strong 
and financially sound.”

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EARTHQUAKE ROCKS SAN JOAQUIN DIVISION 


Reconstruction Pushed as Heavy Equipment and a 
Thousand Men Work to Return Line to Operation 


AC approximately 4:52 a. m. on July 
21, Southern California’s rugged 
Tehachapi Mountains trembled and 
shook under the force of the worst 
earthquake experienced in California 
since 1906, The four-block business sec- 
tion of the city of Tehachapi was practi- 
cally demolished. SP’s San Joaquin Di- 
vision tracks, which wind around and 
burrow through the mountain slopes, 
were heaved far out of line in many 
places and buried under slides in others. 
Eight tunnels were damaged, four only 
slightly. 


Almost before the dust had settled 
from the heavy quake, men and equip- 
ment were rushed to the Tehachapi area 
to commence reconstruction. As after- 
shocks of lesser intensity continued to 
shake Southern California for some days, 
a thousand men and over a hundred 
heavy earth-moving machines labored to 
return the line to operation. Morrison- 
Knudsen Company, big international 
construction firm, was contracted to aid 
in the reconstruction. 
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The damage most difficult to repair 
occurred in four tunnels with a total 
length of 2565 feet. Two of the tunnels 
have been “daylighted.” Huge earth 
movers scraped off the mountains above 
them, converting the tunnels to open 
cuts. A similar “daylighting” job was 
done on about 200 feet of a third tun- 
nel The longest tunnel, approximately 
1170 feet, was being cleared of debris 
fallen into a part of its length, then was 
to be relined. A temporary track was 
being built around this tunnel to ex- 
pedite opening the line to through traf- 
fic. Other work included repair to four 
other tunnels, relaying of kinked and 
twisted track and bulldozing and stabi- 
Jizing fills and slides, 

Most of the damage was confined to 
about 314 miles of track in the most 
spectacular part of the climb from San 
Joaquin Valley to the Tehachapi summit.

OUR WINSTON-SALEM SALESMEN 


HIS is the fourth in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to acquaint 
our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies. Next month: Denver General Agency. 


TP HE, youngest_member of Southern 
Pacific’s family of off-line general 
agencies is located in Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina. Opened just after the 
start of World War II, it serves all of 
North Carolina, almost all of South Car- 
olina and half of Virginia. 


According to General Agent C. Stew- 
ard Harriman, Winston-Salem is a busy 
general agency. The records bear him out. 
During 1951 freight to and from points 
in the agency’s territory totaled over 
32,000 carloads handled by SP, including 
about 4,700 carloads of perishables. 
The territory’s booming textile industry 
consumed approximately 5,800 cars of 
Texas and California cotton during the 
year, and tobacco, furniture and textile 
products shipped from the Winston- 
Salem territory to SP points contributed 
approximately 6,000 more carloads, all 
of which contributed to the agency’s 
record tonnage for 1951, 


North Carolina is thé world’s largest 


Virginia's State Capitol is one of many beau 
tiful buildings whose architecture preserves the 
dignity and grace of the Old South. 
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producer of tobacco products and of 
bright leaf tobacco. Fifty-five per cent 
of all cigarettes made in the U. S. are 
manufactured in huge factories located 
in Winston-Salem, Durham and Reids- 
ville. North Carolina is also'a leader in 
the production of wooden furniture and 
textiles, and is a considerable producer 
of peanuts. 

Seventy-five per cent of industry in 
South Carolina is engaged in the manu- 
facture of textiles. A great deal of wooden 
furniture is also produced there. Some of 
the state’s larger cities are Greenville, 
Spartanburg, Anderson, Greenwood and 
Columbia, the state capital. A new 
atomic energy plant is being constructed 
south of Aiken, S. C., and it is expected 
that 40,000 carloads of freight will be 
shipped to the project before it is com- 
pleted. 

Virginia was the third largest pro- 
ducer of tobacco in 1950, and factories 
located in historic Richmond produced 
108,687,000,000 cigarettes during 1951. 
Virginia, as well as North Carolina, pro- 
duces the wellknown “Virginia Type” 
peanuts and has many industrial plants 
in such centers as Richmond, Norfolk, 
Lynchburg, Danville and Roanoke. 

Winston - Salem territory contributes 
many passengers to our popular Sunset 
Limited and also originates much travel 
for our Golden State and Sunset Routes.

Retirement Beneficiaries 
Reach Half Million Mark 


UNE, 1952, marked another milestone 

in the history of the railroad retire- 
ment-survivor benefit system when the 
number of persons on the monthly bene- 
fit rolls reached the half million mark. 
This represents an increase of some 
$0,000 since June, 1951. During the same 
period, benefit payments, including lump 
sums, rose from $27 million a month to 
$37 million. 

Tn releasing this information, the Rail- 
road Retirement Board pointed out that 
the sharp increase in both the number 
of beneficiaries and the amount of bene- 
fits is due largely to the 1951 amend- 
ments to the Railroad Retirement Act. 
Under those amendments, both retire- 
ment and survivor annuities were raised 
substantially, and provision was made 
for paying benefits to wives of retired 
employes. Wives alone accounted for 85 
per cent of the year’s increase in bene- 
ficiaries. 

Nearly 70 per cent of those on the rolls 
in June were retired employes and their 
wives. The rest were widows, children, 
and parents of deceased employes. 

The railroad retirement-survivor bene- 
fit programs are financed by railroad em- 
ployes and their employers. Both pay a 
6% per cent payroll tax on earnings up 
to $300 a month. The railroads pay an 
additional 14 per cent to finance the rail- 
road unemployment and sickness insur- 
ance programs.

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THREE $64 QUESTIONS

iB considering Joss and damage to 
+ freight, these three questions present 
themselves over and over: 

Who is responsible? 

What was the cause? 

How could it have been prevented? 

Impact Registers installed in freight 
ears show that in many cases cars are 
kicked at a speed in excess of the speci- 
fied 4 mp.h. 

When you turn 2 corner in your auto, 
do you try to judge accurately the speed 
of any oncoming vehicle? You know this 
is essential, so you give some thought to 
it because it might be a matter of life 
and death. It is of great importance that 
one judge just as accurately the speed of 
a moving freight car. When a car is hit 
too hard, a customer opens and finds his 
freight “in a mess,” and he doesn’t feel 
good about it. Perhaps we lose the cus- 
tomer. In several days of careless per- 
formance, several customers might be 
lost—customers who mean jobs.

We're Trying To Cure A 
Case of “Melon”-choly 


jN July a program was initiated where- 
by on-the-job meetings will be held at 
various loading points in an effort to 
secure improved handling of perishable 
shipments. Thus far, meetings have been 
held at Bakersfield and Fresno. 


Colored slides depicting damage that has 
occurred to shipments going East and 
originating on our lines are shown. 
Causes of damage are pinpointed, and 
preventive methods discussed. 

The first commodity selected for these 
presentations was cantaloupes, SP’s lead- 
ing perishable Joss item. Tests so far in- 
dicate the principal cause of damage to 
cantaloupe shipments is through break- 
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age of center braces, and to the sides and 
tops of crates. 

While previous on-the-job meetings 
have dealt more with car handling, and 
conditions familiar to yard and train 
crews, it was felt better results would 
be obtained if the problem were ap- 
proached from a different angle. 

Damage, as it occurs to cantaloupes, 
differs from that sustained by many per- 
ishable commodities. Breakage is re- 
sponsible in approximately 75 per cent 
of the instances, and while car handling 
is a factor, it is not in itself wholly re- 
sponsible. 

So that the men would have an under- 
standing of the problem, they were in- 
formed of efforts being made to induce 
shippers to change their method of load- 
ing crates in order to provide more pro- 
tection for the fruit, The recommended 
method is referred to as the “on-end” 
load, as compared to the practice of load- 
ing on the side, lengthwise. The “on-end” 
load was first started three years ago 
and is gaining support each year. 

The main ebject of the program is to 
make railroaders conscious of the refrig- 
erator car, and to realize that it should 
receive exceptional handling if this traf- 
fic is to be moved at a profit. 

The program will be expanded to 
cover all perishables that suffer undue 
damage.

1952 HALF-WAY SAFETY STANDINGS

seven of the Group 2 Stores. 

“The huge Los Angeles General

OW here’s 2 coincidence! Both of 

the prize-winning recipes this month 
come from California. One is from Mrs. 
Erma Gamble of Auburn; the other from 
Hazel Reynolds at Dunsmuir. 


Mrs. Gamble’s son-in-law is a clerk- 
warehouscman there in Auburn; Hazel 
is the wife of L. C. Reynolds, locomo- 
tive engineer at Dunsmuir. 


AUBURN TAMALE LOAF 


Here’s what it takes: 
I cup yellow cornmeal 
3 cups milk, scalded 
14g teaspoons salt 
14 clove garlic, minced 
3 tablespoons butter or bacon drips 
44 of an onion, chopped 
1 1% ground beef chuck 
3g cup diced green pepper 
215 cups canned tomatoes 
Ug teaspoons chili powder mixed 
with 2 tablespoons cold water 
44 cup grated dry cheese 


Erma says: “First stir the cornmeal 
into the sealded’ milk -and ‘cook until 
thick, stirring in the salt. Pour this mix- 
ture into an 8-inch greased baking dish, 
and spread it all around over the bottom 
and sides. Let this cool while you take 
the next step. 


“Cook garlic and onion in butter or 
bacon drippings for about § minutes, but 
don’t brown it. Add ground beef and 
green pepper; cook, stirring to break up 
the meat. Then add the tomatoes and 
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chili powder and simmer for about 15 
minutes. 


“Now pour the mixture over the mush 
in the baking dish, sprinkle with grated 
cheese and bake in. a moderate oven 
(350 to 375 degrees) for 45 minutes.” 


Authors’ Note: When we tried out this 
recipe it made enough to fill five of us 
to the bridge-work! With it we served 
a tossed green salad and coffec. Sliced 
sugared peaches for dessert, Everyone 
said it was wonderful! 


DUNSMUIR SALAD 


2 packages Philadelphia cream cheese 
2 small can pimientos 
1 small bottle Maraschino cherries 
1 cup finely cut celery 
1 No, 214 size can sliced pineapple 
1 package lemon-flavored gelatin 
4@ pint whipping cream 
Authors’ Note: We tried this for a 
luncheon for the “girls.” But instead of 
cutting the pineapple into little bits, we 
used crushed pineapple. And we agreed 
with Hazel that you do need the pi- 
mientos. With the salad we served 
buttered nutbread slices, spiced peaches 
and coffee. 


Drain syrup from pineapple and cher- 
ries and add enough water to make one 
pint.. Bring to boil and stir in gelatin. 
Set aside to cool. Mash cheese and pim. 
ientos. To these add the finely-cut pine-

apple, cherries, and celery and mix well. 
Add the whipped cream. By this time 
gelatin should be almost set. Add it to 
the mixture, stir well and pour into an 
8-inch square pan. At serving time, cut 
into squares; serve on lettuce, with a 
small dab of whipped cream on top. 
Serves 12. 


HOW TO GET MORE 


lower Widleage 


Whether you get your flowers from the 
florist or gather them from your garden, 
you can make them last longer if you 
follow these rules, from the experts: 

1. Cut blooms early in the morning 
and plunge them immediately into deep 
water, so the stems can drink up fast. 
2. If flowers have woody stems (such 
as roses) slit their stem ends and peel 
back the bark a little way so that more 
moisture can get in and be on its way to 
the flowers. 

3. If stems are hollow (as are dahlias} 
put them into water, then take them out 
and dip each stem quickly into boiling 
water to seal in what moisture there is, 
then put them back into the cold water 
again. 
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4, Oriental poppies and other flowers 
with milky sap soon bleed to death even 
in water. Best way is to hold the stems 
over a lighted match before putting them 
into water. This seals the sap. 


5. Always strip off some of the leaves 
at the bottom of each stem. Never let 
the leaves drag in the water. If you do, 
the leaves will decay, giving off a foul 
odor, 

6. Try putting a spoonful of sugar 
into the water. It really helps prolong 
the lives of roses, say some florists. 

7. Keep your flower containers clean 
to prevent bacteria from shortening the 
lives of the flowers. 


8. “Extend” your flowers or plants by 
the skillful use of pieces of driftwood, 
as the girl in the drawing here is doing. 
A stiff wire brush will help to remove 
hits of soil.
